In 1900 a Bess Almy, stenographer, and a Lena Almy are also 
listed at 230 N. 12th. 


In 1900 an Ellsworth Almy, bookkeeper for E. R. Wrisht and Co., 
resided at 1123 S. 9th. 


In 1900 a ¿irse Allie Almy resided at 907 S. 7th St - and, as 
late as 1976 an Iva B. Almy lived there. I was told that she 
vas very elderly (past 90) when she died (probably in 1978). 
ler eyesight had failed in her later years, and tuo elderly 
men, also blind, boarded there at 907 S. 7th.
